Ohio State Professor Speaks 
As Rotary Club Entertains 
Many Rural Friends 


EDUCATION 
NEED 
CITED 


Meeting Is Part Of Program 
For Cementing Rural-Urban 
Friendship Closer 


In a speech th a t w as punctuated 
w ith w hat m ay 
well 
have been 
some of the w ittiest rem arks m ade 
In Pickaw ay 
County, 
Professor 
J. P. Schm idt, departm ent of rural 
economics of Ohio S tate U niver­ 
sity, helped the R otary Club a t Its 
T hursday luncheon to cem ent the 
rural-urban friendship 
th a t has 
become an integral p a rt of its pro­ 
gram . 
M any ru ral friends of the 
Club were guests. 
“We can no longer solve agricul­ 
tu ra l problem s w ith legislation,” 
Professor Schm idt told th e R otar- 
ians and their guests, “but we can 
solve the problem s in a neighborly 
fashion if the people w ith differ­ 
ences come together and discuss 
them . W e m ust realize th a t there 
is no longer an isolated thin g as 
the farm problem, 
b u t ra th e r a 
problem of relationships.” 
P rofessor 
Schm idt divided his 
ta lk into four sections, each consti­ 
tu tin g a change in the A m erican 
scene th a t needs planning. 
He 
placed the stigm a a t th e door of 
education. 
Education, he claimed, 
has failed to keep us adjusted to 
land, people 
and 
m achine, 
the 
other three constituent p a rts of 
his discussion. 
Early Farmer Discussed 
A ttacking the first change, land, 
P rofessor Schm idt spoke of the 
early m igrant farm er who moved 
from sta te to sta te as each farm 
becam e worked out. The education­ 
al substitution th a t followed when 
all the 
available 
land 
becam e 
scarce w as crop rotation, hybrid 
com and fertilizers. 
“F irst the nation moved on rn 
expanding 
agricultural 
frontier, 
then 
an 
expanding 
industrial 
frontier, to an expanding world 
m arket, to the present world fa­ 
cilities. 
T h at w as a change th a t 
m any of us have failed to realize 
is significant. 
Change, we m ust 
rem em ber, is the only perm anent 
thing we know,” he rem arked. 
“We have lost half of our land, 
but the second change we face is 
th a t the population 
is 
grow ing 
old,” Professor Schm idt continued. 
“ As the birth ra te is falling off ,ve 
begin to have an older population. 
Perhaps, then, one can realize why 
there has been the outcropping of 
th e Bigelow Plan, the Townsend 
P lan and all 
the ham and egg 
m ovem ents.” 
He noted then th a t old people do 
not eat as m uch po**k nor do they 
drink as much m ilk as do young 
people. 
This difference In habits, 
he pointed out, will affect the con­ 
sum ption of 
farm 
produce rad i­ 
cally. 
Migration Cited 
The Increase 
c f 
technological 
1 advancem ent and the m igration of 
the farm population to th e city 
entering the trade and tra n sp o rta ­ 
tion industries w ere the facto rs in 
the m achine age th a t had changed 
w ithout a 
solution being found 
The constant 
expansion 
of the 
num ber of people engaged in the 
professions has draw n a large part. 
of the farm elem ent from the land. 
“Above all, we 
m ust alw ays 
keep in our m inds the expanding 
• population. 
From a nation of less 
than 1,000,000 persons we have be­ 


come a nation of 130,000.000. 
W e 
can no longer be isolated as indi­ 
viduals, but we m ust now snlve the 
relationship problem s. 
“W hen Daniel Boone first heard 
th a t there w as a neighbor of his 
living w ithin a mile of him he said 
‘I t’s g ettin ’ too dem crow ded' and 
moved W est. Today he can 't move 
W est. 
His problem would be tc 
ad ju st the 
relationship 
betw een 
him and other people,” Professor 
Sm ith stated. 
T h at there can be no clear cut 
distinction such as rural and urban 
relations w as another point stress­ 
ed by the speaker. 
I t is ra th e r a 
close

unity. 
F arm ing 
has 
gone com m ercial and has Intensi­ 
fied slum farm ing. 
The farm er is 
no longer dependent on the fullness 
of his bam , but ra th e r on th e rela­ 
tionship of prices,” he declared. 
B est Answers Appealing 
“To give the inform ation and 
then give the answ er constituted 
the m ethods of education. 
Today 
we need more than this. If we are 
looking for answ ers, then the best 
dressers-up 
of 
answ ers are the 
ones we will fall for. They m ay be 
political parties, pressure groups 
o r propaganda.” Professor Schm idt 
said explaining the failure of edu­ 
cation. 
“D ifferences shouldnt divide us; 
they should bring 
us 
together. 
T h at is the saving grace of demo­ 
cracy. 
It m ay be stum bling and 
slow, but eventually it w orks well. 
“We need m ore Town M eetings 
to th rash things out; m ore visual 
aids to help us see the dynam ics 
of change since we are not a local 
com m unity nor a county com m un­ 
ity, but a world com m unity. 
And 
it is education’s job to keep us 
in line w ith the changes,” he con­ 
cluded.

PIES' congressional committee on 
Investigation of un-American ac­ 
tivities in this country made a re­ 
port to the national legislature a 
few days ago that was a surprise 
to nearly everylx>dy in Washing­ 
ton.

was 
that the inquisitors would declare 
Communism, Naziism and Fascism 
to be perfectly rampant through­ 
out the 
United States. Instead 
they say they find the adherents of 
these and various other un-Ameri­ 
can "isms” to be not so very num­ 
erous in our midst. They estimate 
that there are about 1,000,000 of 
them, out of 
our approximately 
J30 to 140 millions of population.

They took rabbits 
and shaved patches of hair so as to 
expose the skin and applied concen­ 
trated mustard packs for five min­ 
utes’ duration.

The article made us 
wonder if there is any evidence to 
fchow that the use of mineral oil as 
a laxative over a long period of time 
will cause cancer.” 
Answer—Statements such as the 
one quoted make me particularly 
impatient. I do not thin!: they have 
any place in a discussion of cancer 
for the general public. The duty of 
the health propagandist for the lay­ 
man is certainly to avoid controver­ 
sial subjects, especially those that 
arouse fear. “I do not want to scare 
you to death; I want to scare you to 
life” is a good slogan for cancer 
advice recently proposed, I do not 
recall by whom. In other words, the 
people should have enough informa­ 
tion to make them realize that can­ 
cer is a local disease, and that when 
certain signs appear, if taken in 
time, cancer can be completely re­ 
moved. The question of the rela­ 
tion of cancer to irritation and 
chemical irritants is highly contro­ 
versial. For every person who has 
a cancer of the hp and who has been 
using a hot pipe stem, there are 
thousands who have never had a 
pipe in their mouths. There is no 
evidence whatever that mineral oil 
as a laxative has ever caused cancer, 
or, indeed, ever done any serious 
harm of any kind.
